15 Firemen Are Saved 
From ‘Circle Of Fire’

Fifteen Bristol 
firemen 
and 
two firetrucks were temporarily 
trapped yesterday within a cir­ 
cle of fire — without water, and 
within feet of railroad cars load­ 
ed with explosive materials. 


The men were in the process 
of extinguishing a brush-grass 
fire which was suddenly blasted 
out of control by a brisk wind. 


The blaze was discovered at 


1:30 p m. about a quarter mile 


behind the Windsor p.b.r. Mfg., 


Co., Green Lane, west of a rail­ 


road spur leading to the Bristol 


plant of Rohm & Haas.

George C. W a l ­ 
lace, who captured 42 per cent 
of the vote in losing the Mary­ 
land presidential primary elec­ 
tion, said today his unexpected 
strength had “ surprised” him. 


Sen. Daniel Brewster, D-Md., 
the victor, said the closeness of 
Tuesday’s race would have no 
effect on the civil rights bill 
now before the Senate. 


people of this country owe a 
dept of gratitude to the people 
of this great sovereign state. 
You have shown there is a new 
trend against the use of federal 
force.” 


Wallace admitted that he was 
honestly 
“ surprised” 
at 
t h e 
number of votes he polled. He 
said 
he 
had 
anticipated 
the 
.support of only 25 per cent of 
th** state’s Democratic primary 
voters. 


Brewster’s victory held Mary­ 
land’s 48 first ballot convention 
votes 
for 
President 
Johnson. 
But Wallace’s showing was cer­ 
tain

concern 
among Senate civil rights back­ 
ers. 


“ We set out to protect our 
Democratic delegates for P res­ 
ident Johnson and we succeed­ 
ed,” 
Brewster 
said. 
“In 
any 
battle there is no substitute for 
victory but you can’t get all the 
votes. We did get more than 
the other man.” 


With all of 1.461 precincts re­ 
porting, Brewster polled 258,291 
votes to 210,962 for Wallace. 


“ I don’t think the vote will

.of the United States,” Brewster 
said. “I predict that by June 15 
we

bill.”

It was the best showing by 
far for the segregationist gov­

Wallace maintained that

though he lost the popular vote, 
he won the convention delegates 
by the unit vote system. How­
